The Sheep uQestion. 


One of {lie movements of (lie day in New HtiKland in cen- 


Nccliori with fanning is .in efl'orl to encourage liie keeping of 
slieep, which in many sections of the eastern states are almost 
n thing' of fhe ])ast. There is in many parts of New Ifiigland 
as good sheep pasturage as there is in the world, bill on llious 
amis of these acres there has not been a sheep for years. 


During this change from (he conditions that prevailed n 


forhier days million, lamb and wool have advanced greatly ii 
price owing to the lack of adequate supplies, hices arc iio\\ 
such that sheep growing under proper conditions could not fai 
to be profitable to the growers and highly beneficial to UK 
country, and it,is natural and proper that the subject shouk' 
be given fhe attention it is receiving. 


Not long ago. aclion was taken by (he New 1-nglaud Sheep 


Breeders' Association which resulted in a survey of (he sheep 
raisers in the slate, the object being lo increase the number of 
farmers who keep sheep by creating conditions which would 
encourage the industry. 
11 was pointed out that sheep are de- 


creasing in all parts of the country and that the raising of mut- 
ton and wool would not fail lo be profitable if conditions were 
what they ought to be. 


And in Massachusetts (his subject h;is received much .atten- 


tion of late. There arc some of the best sheep lands in Ihe 
world in the western, part of that state which were formerly 
well stocked, but few are the sheep to be found upon them 
today. 
' 


It seems to he agreed thai the ravages of dogs are. (he one 


great drawback to the sheep industry, and for Ihis reason most 
of (hose who are interesting themselves in the matter are 
endeavoring lo devise means for lessening this evil. 
In Mas- 


sachusetts it has been proposed to have a" stale dog officer to 
look after this end of (lie business, with more stringent laws 
with reference to Ihe licensing of dogs and keeping them 
strictly at home. 
N 


In that state now—and it is lo be presumed thai Ihe laws 


are similar in most of the New Hngland states—any dog 
known to molest sheep is to be killed, and if Ihe ownership of 
the dog can be proved Ihe owner is obliged (o pay for all dam- 
ages done. 
If Ihe ownership of the dog cannot be fixed the. 


damages come out of the dog fund in the county treasury. 


This law reads well, mil in one sense it does not work well, 


for Ihe reason that most people hale to testify against a neigh- 
bor and compel him lo pay a bill of damages when it is so easy 
to draw the money from the public treasury. As a result there 
are scores of cases in which damages are paid hy the counties, 
when half the people in fhe neighborhoods where (he damage 
was done are fully aware of whose dogs did flic cosily work. 


\Vhcfhcr an effectual remedy will be found remains lo be 


seen. 
I t is well that (he subject should receive attention, as.a 


revival of the sheep industry would be of large benefit lo those 
engaged in it, and also to Hie public.
